FIRE FIGHTER 
IS MODERNIZED

Substituting for Dewitt Mackenzie 
Reports arc making the rounds 
th.it Tojo is in a serious political 
situation, with Japanese navy men 
blaming him for constant loss of 
"face,*’ climaxed 
by the recent 
beating off Saipan., 
The story is that he may re­ 
sign in favor of an admiral who 
will re-establish the strength of 
such outer defenses as remain to 
Japan, instead of sitting idly by 
while American 
forces 
advance! 
against unsupported island garri­ 
sons. 
Other unverified 
reports 
say 
Japan is desirous of establishing a 
new government which, 
at 
the 
right moment, can seek pence. 
People who expect 
any 
such 
easy out in the Japanese war may Ring!'. Jefferson township t r i t e r , 
drove the old chemical truck to 
Battle Creek, Michigan, to have 
the equipment modernized with a 
pumper,

It will lie used in all 
farm fires within a radius of sev­ 
eral miles of Jeffersonville, where 
water is available. 
Not only does the pumper give 
Jefferson Township fire protection 
that was badly needed, but adds 
to the equipment available 
for 
use in Jeffersonville.

water system and a good pumper, 
so that both pumpers may be used 
in case of a bad fire.

Just who is going to force Tojo 
n it remains a mystery. He, and 
that means he and the 7,000,01)0- 
man army, which is chalking up 
Victories in China 
which 
could 
prolong the war for years, still 
bas the emperor under his thumb. 
There is none of the pow cr from 
above which would seem to be 
necessary for his ouster. 
If the army resents what has 
happened to Pacific garrisons, it 
Is directed at the navy which left 
them un upjMirted, not at Tojo. 
And even if by some quirk of 
Japanese “gunpoint” 
politics he 
were forced out, there is no rea­ 
son to believe it would ease the 
Allied situation. Instead, n sur­ 
face view indicates it might be­ 
come worse. In spite of the China 
situation, we are doing all right 
■gainst Japan. The Japanese Pa­ 
cific defense has been so thin, so 
inept, that 
any 
change 
would 
probably improve it. 
Japanese failure 
to 
reinforce 
her Pacific 
defenses 
seems 
to 
mean, unless her ship shortage is j 
greater than we know, that her I 
whole strategy is to delay us un­ 
til she is set for a last-ditch fight 
in China and the home islands. 
She 
ic 
really 
established 
in 
China, holding vast strategic are«.s 
and extending them. She is sup­ 
ported in these occupied areas by 
a large although 
by 
no 
means 
major portion of the native popu­ 
lation, which has actually con­ 
tributed many fighting men. She 
has an industrial empire in Man­ 
churia only slightly, if any, less 
important than Japan itself. 
There is 
no 
indication 
that 
Japan intend* to run before the 
decisive battle is joined. Rather, 
e v e r y battle she has fought indi­ 
cates she will fight to the last man 
end last mile. In fact, that’s what 
the Allies want, for she needs a 
terrible beating.

An d 
i behin d this was his habit of goin g 
across the street from his office 
every d ay to get somethin g for a 
head ache he was afraid he was 
goin g to have. 
The head ache preven tive com­ 
poun d he took had a well-kn own 
n ame an d an y d octor would have 
assured 
him it was relatively 
harmless, but in his case it began 
to d o somethin g queer in his in ­ 
testin es an d released a sulphur 
compoun d which, absorbed in his 
blood , mad e him feel an d look like 
the d icken s. He recovered even ­ 
tually, but he had quite an un - 
happy time of it. 


In d iscrimin ate Self-d osin g 


Doctors are thought to be old 
fogies an d scare-head s, or just ac­ 
tivated by jealousy, if they object 
to this habit of regular or in d is­ 
crimin ate self-d osin g. But there 
is a reason for their objection s. 
Even , as I say, if you thin k you 
kn ow what you are takin g some­ 
thin g may go wron g. An d half 
the time you can ’t tell from the 
label on the bottle what is in ­ 
sid e it. 
Nowad ays everybod y who puts 
a med icin e before the public thin ks 
he has to have some fan cy n ame 
for it. It is impossible for a d oc­ 
tor even to remember what all of 
them are. 
Chron ic 
d osin g 
is 
especially 
likely to become a habit with peo­ 
ple of n ervous temperamen t. They 
n eed somethin g to calm them 
d own , to keep their brain s from 
rarin g roun d an d roun d , to « top 
head aches an d they get so they 
take their med icin e on the slight­ 
est provocation . They usually take 
a 
preparation 
con tain in g 
bro­ 
mid es. They are n ot takin g d ope, 
they will tell you, an d n othin g that 


Cause Bod ily Upsets 
Well, it so happen s that bro­ 
mid es taken regularly in this way 
can result in all sorts of bod ily 
upsets. I have before me the report 
on a man who had been takin g 
migrain e head ache remed y which 
con tain ed "n othin g but bromid es". 
He was picked up on the street in 
a con fused men tal state an d his 
heart, skin , liver an d n ervous sys­ 
tem were filled with a d iseased 
cell in filtration of bromid e origin . 
The lesson is that an y med ication 
taken regularly over a lon g period 
of time may turn on you. 
Two ex perien ces are fresh in 
the memories of an y d octor who 
was so un fortun ate as to have on e 
of the patien ts. On e was with cin - 
cophen which was touted as a 
great remed y for arthritis. Well, 
arthritis or n ot it gave people cir­ 
rhosis of the liver an d man y d ied 
of it. 
An other was an apparen tly in - 
fallable head ache remed y n amed 
amin o-pyrin e, the n ame of which 
somehow 
caught 
the 
popular 
fan cy both of d octors an d the pub­ 
lic gen erally. It was a good head ­ 
ache remed y all right, but it had 
n ot been subjected to sufficien t 
an imal ex perimen t before ft was 
offered for gen eral use. The tragic 
con sequen ce 
was 
that 
it 
was 
foun d to prod uce in some in d ivid ­ 
uals a fatal d estruction of blood 
cells. Both cin cophen 
an d the 
amin o-pyrin e preparation s have 
been removed from d istribution — 
so those d an gers are over, but the 
lesson remain s. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. L .;— While everyon e kn ows 
that a high bod y temperature is a 
d an ger sign , w’e hear little .about 
low bod y temperature. Is it good 
or bad ? 
W hat about a person 
whose n ormal tem perature is 98

An swer: Physician s d o n ot at­ 
tach much sign ifican ce to low bod y 
temperature. There is n o irrevoc­ 
able law th a t d ecrees a human 
bod y tem perature must be ex actly 
98.6 F. I presume at least 5re of 
the human race carry a d aily tem­ 
perature of 98. or slightly un d er. 
An d they d o n ot lack vigor or 
health. The on ly d efin ite con d i­ 
tion men tion ed in tex t books on 
d iagn osis as bein g associated with 
low bod y tem perature is in suffi­ 
cien t thyroid .
